American Commission 
Faces Great Task in 
Helping Feed, Clothe 
and Shelter People of 
Devastated France. 


1,500,000 INHABITANTS 
IN PITIFUL CONDITION 


Industrial Conditions Are 
Paralyzed — Thousands 
Returning to Find Only 

Trace of Former Vil- 


lages. 


Washington, January 1.—Relief 
work beirg carried'on in northern 
France by the commission for relief 
in Belgium and the pitiable condi- 
tion of the 1,500,000 inhabitants of 
that section who escaped the Ger- 
man invasion are described in a ca- 
blegram received at the headquar- 
ters of the commission here from 
Herbert C. Hoover at Paris. 

Mr. Hoover’s message, made pub- 
lic tonight, revealed that the work 
of relief and rehabiliation in France 
will fall more heavily on the com- 
mission than had. been expected. 
The destruction wrought by the Ger- 
man army was so complete, Mr. 
Hoover said, that the relief work 
must include not only food: and 
clothing, but housing over a@ con- 
siderable area. . 

An enlarged organization to han- 
dle the situation is being built up 
and supplies have 
from the quartermaster’s department 
of the American army, A large 
amount of second-hand barrack ma- 
terial also has been taken over from 
the army and navy and 150 volun- 
teers from the American navy are 
superintending the construction of 
barracks near ruined villages for the 
inhabitants. 

Industrial Life Parakyecs. 

Industrial life in the invaded reg- 
ion has been almost completely 
paralyzed, Mr. Hoover said. Rail- 
roads have been rendered almost 
hopeless of reconstruction for many 
months, the coal mines have been 
destroyed and there is scarcely a 
single factory that can be operated 
without.a very large bist of new 
equipment. 

“The commission for relief in Bel- 
gium,” said Mr, Hoover's -message,

Until transport 
and trade can be rehabiliated the 
present system must go on, for the 
French distribution is done by the 
trades. These arrangements néccs- 
sitate some reorganization of the re- 
lief work and its entire separation 
from Belgium. 

“Twenty members of the commis- 
sion for relief in Belgium who join- 
ed the American army as officers 
have been eleased by General 
Pershing to undertake this work. 

Return to Find Homes Gone. 

“The population of this area at the 
moment of the retreat was about 1,- 
500,000, there being also 300,000 refu- 
gees in Belgium who are returning 
and some 500,000 refugees in France, 
all of whom dafe anxious to return‘ 
to their native soil. 

“The destruction of some twenty 
principal towns and literally hun- 
dreds of villages renders the return 
of these refugees a stupendous 
problem, Every effort is being made 
to restrain them from going back 
until some systematic provision for 
shelter can be completed, but they 
evade all official urgings and the 
roads are a continuous procession 
of these pitiable bodies. Thousands 
of ‘them reach their villages to find 
every vestigesof shelter destroyed 
and finally wander into the villages 
further back from the acute battle 
area, which are themselves over- 
crowded to a heart-breaking degree. 

“In order to remedy this situation 
to some extent the commission for 
relief in Belgium has obtained the 
services of one hundred and “fifty 


and is taking over a large amount 
of second-hand barrack material 
from the navy and army. These bar- 
racks are in course of erection ad- 
jacent to the destroyed villages, un- 
der the superintendence of the navy 
volunteers,

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SOLDIERS ABOARD 
NORTHERN PACIFIC 
SATE; SAYS RADIC 


Captain of Northern Pa- 
cific Sends Wireless Re- 
assuring Relatives of the 
Troops and Crew. 


VESSEL IS REPORTED 
AS RESTING EASILY 


Soldiers Will Probably Be 
Removed Thursday or as 


Soon as There Is Shift in 
Wind. 


New York, January 1.—Relatives 
of tmen aboard the United States 
transport Northern Pacific, aground 
on a sandbar off Fire Isiand, need 
have no fear for their safety, ac- 
cording to a wireless message from 
Captain Connelly, commanding, re- 
ceived tonight by the Associated 
Press. 

“Northern Pacific in no danger,” 
said Captain Connelly’s message. 
“Relatives of soldiers and. crew 
need have no fear for their safety. 
The soldiers in all probability be 
landed tomérrow or whenever winds 
shift to northward of west.” 

Navy officials announced this 
evening that no attempt would 
be made before tomorrow morn- 
ing to remove the troops from 
the Northern Pacific. If the 
weather had then moderated, 
they said, the soldiers would be 
transferred to naval vessels stand- 
ing by and be brought to Hoboken. 
The transport was resting easily at 


|% o’clock ard no anxiety was felt 


regarding what her situation would 
be during the night. 
Every Precaution Taken. 

The naval authorities are taking 
every precaution, however, to guard 
the lives of 2,480 soldiers aboard 
the transport, nearly 1,700 of whom 
are sick or wounded, A breeches 
buoy has been rigged from the shore 
to the vessel, ready for-use at any 
time if it is deemed best to risk 
further injury to the stretcher cases 
by removing them from the craft, 
while thirteem destroyers and naval 


.tugs are standing by to lend as- 


sistance in emergency. 

The transport, which struck the 
sand bar in a heavy fog at 3:30 
o’clock this morning, was resting 
more easily tonight and was ap-

ACTION OF CONGRESS 
TO DETERMINE MUCH 


If ‘Rederal Control Is Not 


Approved, the Govern- 
ment’s Loss Will Not Be 


Made Up. 


Washington, January 1.—The gov- 
ernment’s loss in operating the rail- 
roads in 1918 is calculated by rail- 
road administration officials at less 
than $150,000,000. This represents 
the difference between the aggre- 
gate amount the government Will be 
compelled to pay railroad companies 
as rental for the use of their prop- 
erties—the so-called guaranteed re- 
turn—and the net income which the 


‘government will receive from the 


railroads. 

It will take six months more of 
recéipts from the increased freight 
rates to permi@ the government to 


‘recoup its losses, officials believe. 


Tf congress does net:approve the 
proposed five-year extension of fed- 
eral control, and as a consequence 
President Wilson carries’ out his 
announced intention of returning the 
roads to private management at an 
early date, the government’s loss 
will not be made up. 
Big Sums Loaned. 

This deficit does not include the 
big sums—between $150,000,000 and 
$200,000,000—which have been loan- 
ed to railroads to help them pay for 
the extensive program of improve- 
ments and purchase of new cars and 
locomotives. These loans will be 
repaid eventually. 

The government’s loss cannot be 
stated exactly until the compensa- 
tion of each road is. finally deter- 
mined, and until the interstate com- 
merce commission compiles figures 
on earnings and expenses for No- 
vember and December, Officials

CLAIMS RAILROADS 


Robert S. Lovett Opposes 
Government Ownership, 
But Believes in Regula- 
tion and Rate-Fixing. 


New York, January 1.—Opposition 
to government ownership of rail- 
roads, on the ground that competi- 
tion in service and facilities, but 
not in rates, should %e preserved, 
was voiced in a statement issued by 
Robert §. Lovett, when his designa- 
tion as director of the division of 
capital expenditures of the railroad 
administration became effective to- 
day. 

After asserting that “there is 
nothing so essential to the financial 
peace and the commercial and indus- 
trial welfare of this country as a 
definite governmental railroad pol- 
icy,” Mr. Lovett declared that the 
necessity for exclusive national #on- 
trol, as against state regulation, was 
now too obvious for discussion and 
that the only debatable question is 
whether such control shall be 
through government ownership or 
by exclusive federal regulation, of 
private ownership. 

“T believe in thorough regulation 
by the national government of all 
competition in service and facilities, 
with power to check it where it 
amounts to an evil,” He said. “I 
should permit consolidations subject 
to government approval where the 
public benefit would plainly be pro- 
moted, particularly in the absorption 
of financially weak lines of minor 
importance where by so doing the 
communities dependent thereon 
could be better‘served. But I would 
steadily preserve competition be- 
tween the large systems and pursue 
a policy of widening the competitive 
areas between such large systems

Reasons for Opposition, 

In giving his reasons for opposing 
government ownership, Mr. Lovett 
asserted that “if we carefully ana- 
lyze the relative merits of efficiency 
from unification and the advantages 
rom é¢ompetitign in service facili- 
ties, I believe we will find that the 
latter will be very much better as a 
national policy.”

Declares He Was Jealous 
of Attentions Paid Her 


by Other Men, and 
Threatened to Commit 
Suicide. 


Advancing as his reason Jealousy 
of attentions received from other 
men by Mrs. Mary C. Green, & man 
who gave his name as Rev. Searle 
Winchester on Wednesday night told 
in detail the story of, how he shot 
Mrs. Green at 11:30 o’clock Wednesa- 
day morning in the basement of the 
Winecoff hotel. 

Mrs. Green, who is employed by 
the Cobb Cigar company, which 
leases the cigar stand privilege 
from the Winecoff hotel lessees, had 
just arrived for her day’s work and 
had gahe to the large humidor in 
the basement of the hotel to secure 
cigars to replenish her stock at the 
stand. She was followed by Win- 
chester, who, after a short conver- 
sation, produced a .45 calibre revol- 
ver, and, according to Mrs. Green’s 
statement, attempted to shoot sev- 
eral times, the gun missing fire at 
first, but a shot finally striking her 
in the, thigh, inflicting a painful 
flesh wound. 

Witness Has Narrow Escape. 

Mrs. Green states that another 
shot went over her head, passing 
through a partition into a dressing 
room used by the women employeew 
of the hotel, where it grazed the 
head of Miss Wynonia Ping, who was 
a horrified spectator. 

Winchester then fled through a 
rear exit from’the basement and 


was only caught when firemen of the 


Carnegie Way sub-station halted 
his wild progress and held him for 
the police. He tried to get rid of 
his pistol by throwing it- over a 
fence beyond the Lyric theater, but 
it was later recovered by the offi- 
cers who made the arrest.

‘was resting easily and adctors stated ~ 


that she would be out in @ few days 
provided nd infection from the 
wound set in. The bullet paseed 
through the fleshy part’ of the thigh 
and it is not anticipated that there 
will be any danger. 

Winchester stated at police head- 
quarters last night that he had 
known Mrs. Green intimately for 
the past twelve months and that it 
was jealousy occasioned by atten- 
tions paid her by other men which 
brought about the shooting. 

“I have known Mrs. Green inti- 
mately for over twelve months,” he 
said. “I have begged her to marry 
me time and again. I love her de- 
votedly and this affection, combined 
with the natural dislike of a man 
who sees the woman he loves listen- 
ing daily to the inevitable approach- 


@s which a woman occupying a posi- 


tion such As hers is inevitably ex- 
posed to, drove me almost des- 
perate. 

Did Not Intend to Shoot. 

“But I had no intention of shoot- 
ing her. I did threaten to shoot 
myself, and this was what I said 
when IL produced my gan, I told 
her that I would kill myself and she 
tried to stop me by pushing my hand 
holding the gun, down, when it went 
off. At the time I did not know 
that she was hit. She did not cry 
out or fall and, seeing a number of 
men rushing at me to seize me and 
perhaps do me bodily harm, I nat- 
urally seized the opportunity to es- 
cape. Had I dreamt that she was 
hit, I would never have left her, but 
would have stood the crowd off with 
my gun and taken care of her.” 

Winchester, who has made Atlanta 
his headquarters for the past two 
years, is a familiar figure to the 
people at the Winecoff. He states 
that he is engaged in social hygiene ; 
work and, in line with his duties, 
wears a uniform resembling that 
adopted by the army and navy Y. M. 
Cc. A. He stated emphatically on 
Wednesday night, however, that he 
had no connection with the Y. M. 
C. A., and had never claimed any. 
This was in eontradiction of state- _ 
ments which had been published ° 
saying that he claimed to be af- 
fillated with the social hygiene 
branch of the “Y” work.

On her further refusal to divulge 

@ man’s name, she says he then 
said that he would “give her to the 
undertakers instead” and produced 
the revolver. She says that she 
struggled with and, as he is only 
slight in stature, was able to pre. 
tect herself to somie extent. The first 
shot, she says, was aimed at her 
heart, but she pushed the gun down. 
He then aimed at the stomach, but 
the gun missed fire, she says. All 
the time, she claims she was push- 
ing the gun further and further 
down until finally he fired, the shot, 
as Stated, passing through the thigh. 

She savs that she appealed to him 
in the name of her mother and two 
small children during the struggle 
but that he replied: 

“I don’t give a d about them.” 

Mrs. Green also told how, accord- 
ing to her story, Winchester sev- 
eral days ago went to the postof- 
fice and secured a “change of ad- 
dress” card and had her mail di- 
verted from both her business and 
home addresses and delivered 
through his postoffice box. She says 
that the first she knew of this was 
when he personally delivered to her 
a letter from her sister and she 
asked him how he had secured it. 


Watches for Three Hours, 


She says, also, that on Tuesday 
night employees in the Coffee room 
at the hotel, which adjoins the cigar 
stand, told her that Winchester sat 
where he could watch her through 
a glass doorway from 8:30 to 11:30 
o’clock. She says she then left for 
home and that the same employee 
says that he left by another exit 
and followed her. 

The conductor of the Capitol ave- 
nue street car on which she went 
home that night told her on Wed- 
nesday morning, she says, that Win- 
chester was on the same car, but 
she says he did not let her know 
it. She states that when she tax- 
ed Winchester with this, he admit- 
ted it and also said that he had 
followed her to her residence and 
had fired his revolver three times 
outside her window. ‘She says 
she remembers hearing these shots, 
but that ‘as it was about midnight 
on New Year’s eve she paid no at- 
tention to them. She also claims 
that children in the neighborhood 
on Wednesday morning found the 
three empty cartridge shells. 

Winchester admitted changing the 
address at thp postoffice on Wed- 
nesday night, but said that he did 
so at Mrs. Green’s requést. He said 
that she had been @mployed by the 
same association of which he was 
national secretary as his recording 
secretary and that she desired to 
have her mail come through his box. 
Mrs. Green states that the reason 
given to her by Winchester was 
that he wanted to read her mail to 
see whether or not she was corre- 
sponding with other men. 

He also admitted following Mrs. 
Green home on Tuesday night and 
firing the three revolver shots. He 
said he followed her to protect her 
from the advances of strange men 
on the streets and that, after he had 
seen her arrive safely home, he fired 
his three shots in celebration of the 
New Year. 

Winchester was most emphatic in 
his statement that he felt that he 
had a right to ask Mrs. Green to 
forego association with other men 
on his request. He said that he felt 
that in her position as clerk at a 
cigar stand, where she came daily 
in contact with all classes of men 
that she was subject to temptations 
that he did not wish her to come in 
contact with. He said that he had 
pleaded with her to marry him and 
allow him to take care of her and 
her two children. 


Spends Money on Her, 


“I have spent hundreds of dollars 
on her and on her children,” he 
stated. “Only this holiday season I 
gave her $35 for a coat suit and all 
told, I have bought her hundreds of 
dollars’ worth of clothes. I have 
bought her silverware for her home 
and an $85 Victrola. I never come 
in from one of my trips in connec- 
tion with my work, that I do not 
bring each of the children something 
nice Last week I bought the little

There 
was also a picture of Mrs. Green in 
a@ celluloid frame. 

The housekeeper said that she had 
seen both Winchester and Mrs. 
Green, whom she identified by the 
photograph, numbers of times and 
that she had “taken the greatest 
care of their things.”

“This makes us hope that America, 
which has been so generous in the 
work of Christian charity, will con- 
sent to continue its action on po- 
litical grounds by contributing with 
its allies to the resurrection of 
Armenia.”’

Operating revenues for the entire 
year, officials calculate, probably 
amounted to $4,800,000,000, more than 
ever before in railroad history, and 
operating expenses probably ran up 
to $3,800,000,000.

Washington, January 1.—To keep 
the navy ‘fit and on its toes,” two 
great fleets, one based on the Pa- 
cific coast and the other on_ the 
Atlantic coast, will be established 
by next summer with war games 
and joint maneuvers as a part of a 
regular program of training. 

- Secretary Daniels, in explaining. 
his plans to the house naval com- 
mittee today;“Said that after every 
war there is a tendency for the navy 
to retrograde and that the fleet di- 


vision has been determined upon to /. 


prevent any slump. The plan, he 
said, had received the “enthusiastic 
indorsement” of Admiral Benson, 
chief of operations, who is now in 
Europe with the peace delegation. 

“An admiral who can stay long 
enough to stir up ambition” will be 
placed in command of each fleet, Mr. 
Daniels said, and all officers will 
be kept on their ships for’two years. 
In effect, the secretary said, there 
will be‘a war betwen the Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets ‘:which will so 
stimulate the keenness that it will 
make ‘the men feel they are in actual 
war.” 

Mr. Daniels did not indicate to the 
committee how many ships will be 
in each fleet. It is assumed, how- 
ever, that there will be an equal 
distribution of the capital ships, 
most of which heretofore have been 
kept on the Atlantic coast. Dur- 
ing joint maneuvers, the combined 
fleet will visit each coast so as to 
give the peopte on the Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards an opportunity to 
see the full naval force. 

Mr. Daniels also told the commiit- 
tee that during peace times the 
submarine bases at San Diego, Cal.; 
Key West, Fla., and New London, 
Conn., and the air defense stations 
at San Diego and Pensacola, Fla., will 
be retained. The principal train- 
ing stations for seamen in the east 
will be at Chicago, Hampton Roads 
and Newport, R. I. 

Secretary Daniels and Admiral 
Benson plan to visit the Pacific 
coast next summer to study condi- 
tions there with a view to recom- 
mending extension of navy yards, 
while other officials will visit east- 
ern yards for the same purpose. 
In this connection, the secretary 
recommended that congress wait 
until its next session before pro- 


viding funds for additions to the 
yards as the present plants can care

Washington, January 1.—The 
opening of the new year finds the 
government’s' tax-collecting pro- 
gra which ordinarily would be 
put underway today, still in uncer- 
tainty on account of delay in pas- 
sage of the revenue Dill.

bond issue of $60,000,000 for high-

bonds and of eventuallly redeeming 
them will be borne by the owners 
of motor vehicles, so that the ben- 
efits to be derived from the bond 
issues will be enjoyed by the whole 
people without a dollar of expense 
to anyone in any form, save to the 


-owners of motor vehicles and it 
~-comes to them only in the form of 
slightly increased license fees. 


And those who foot the cost do 
{it willingly, because the expense is 
‘far more than compensated in de- 
creased annual outlay for gasoline, 


tires, general wear and tear on 


cars and time-saving, to say noth- 
ing of the gratification and general 
benefit that comes with good roads. 

The good roads spirit that actu- 
ated Illinois to vote this $60,000,000 
bond issue is fast gripping the en- 


tire country. Other states are ar-

FLU AND EDUCATION. 


The effect of the Spanish influ- 
enza epidemic upon popular edu- 
cation is a matter of grave concern 
to every community—vastly more 
so, in fact, than its effect upon 
business or upon any other line of 
community activity. 

The contagion seems to be gen- 
eral throughout the country. No 
community, so far as the records 
show, has escaped. 


Perhaps the conditions resulting 
from it are no worse in Georgis 
than they are elsewhere;. but we 
know that the flu is exacting a 
levy from this state that it cannot 
afford | 

Especiaily severe is the effect of 
the epidemic upon the educational 
development of the state. 

Following a tour of inspection of 
the high schools of Georgia, which 
covered practically the entire state, 
J. S. Stewart, of the chair of sec- 
ondary education in the state uni- 
versity, says, in a communication 
appearing elsewheré upon this 
page, that he has been “much im- 
pressed with the demoralization 
wrought upon the schools by the 
influenza.” 

He found that the state and local 
school and civic authorities have 
resorted to practically every expe- 
dient that offered’ as a means of 
checking the epidemic and mini- 
mizing its disastrous effects both 
upon human life and educational 
progress. Taking the state as a 
whole, says Professor Stewart, “the 
schools have lost from two weeks 
to two months during the fall 
term.” 

There is, of course, no means of 
estimating the time that will be 
lost during the winter and spring 
months; but some means must be 
found whereby to minimize the 
havoc wrought by this new terror 
and to keep it in better control 
should it come again for another 
visit. 


A WARNING. 


The recent shrapnel bomb out- 
rages in Philadelphia should serve 
as a timely warning of the dangers 
of I. W. W.ism. 

This harrowing experience of 
Philadelphia, in which the homes of 
the acting superintendent of police, 
a municipal court judge and the 
president of the chamber of com-

Georgia Schools Are Being 
Demoralized by Influenza; 


Instruct the Public 


Editor Constitution: During the 
past two months, while inspecting 
the high schools from Chickamauga 
and Hiawassee on the north to 
Thomasville and Quitman on the 
south, I have been much impressed 
with the demoralization wrought 
on the schools by the influenza. In 
some communities, a state border- 
ing on a panic has existed and all 
schools and churches have been 
closed. In one town it was a $5 
fine to be seen without a mask. 
One local board closed a large 
boarding institution and sent the 
students home, though there were 
at the time no cases among the 
boarding students. Other towns 
closed the schools and churches, 
but left the mills and moving pic- 
ture halls open and held their 
usual county fairs. In one com- 
munity when the board of health 
met to close the schools it was sug- 
gested that many children were 
also in the mills, and that it would 
be advisable to close them, also, It 
seemed impossible to do this, so 
neither was closed. Often the small- 
est communities have remained 
closed the longest. The schools 
have lost from two weeks to two 
months during the fall term. 

The influenza is still with us. 
What shall be done during the new 
year? Shall we continue the policy 
of closing the schools? It is clear 
that the boards have done what 
they thought was best, for no one 
knew how to combat the spread of 
the disease, and they did not wish 
to take the resonsibility of loss of 
lives, especially whcn schools in 
other towns were closing. 

There has been accumulated con- 
siderable data from the experiences 
of the past three months to guide 
us, in a measure, during the new 
year. The national convention re- 
cently held to discuss the epidemic 
seems to agree that no definite 
specific has been found for the dis- 
ease. Many of - the, ‘convention 
members doubted if the general 
closing of the schools had resulted 
in retarding the “flu” where proper 
precautions were taken at school. 
In several Georgia towns the 
schools were closed for two weeks. 
The boards then decided that the 
children were being exposed on the 
streets and at play, so voted to re- 
open the schools under strict daily 
inspection of pupils. Many of these 
schools report improvement in con- 
ditions and growing confidence on 
the part of patrons. In Dalton, the 
schools have not been closed at all, 
and the attendance has remained 
satisfactory. The people know that 
the children are inspected daily, and 
any child with symptoms of a cold 
is sent home for a day or two. They 
realize that their children will not 
be exposed during the school hours. 
The schoolrooms are kept flushed 
with fresh air, and daily thirty- 
minute drills are given in the open. 

When the first cases appeared at 
the University of Georgia the au- 
thorities quarantined outside peo- 
ple until the infected could be iso- 
lated. After three weeks, the 1,000 
men attended classes as usual, but 
every attention was given to sani- 
tation, inspection, exercise, and 
fresh air. We felt safer on the 
campus than in the city, though 
there were large numbers of stu- 
dents, because we knew that no 
sick boys would be permitted out 
of the hospital. 

It has been found that the 
schools can be made centers of in- 
struction in proper sanitary meas- 
ures to combat the epidemic. Chil- 
dren can be taught, and through 


them the families, (1) to cover the 
mouth when coughing and sneez- 
ing, to prevent the spreading in the 
air of invisible spray and droplets; 
(2) prevention by better indoor air 
conditions—temperature, air cur- 
rents, illumination, fresh air; (3) 
prevention by use of simple sprays, 
disinfectants and general health 
conditions. 

The results of closing and not 
closing.for a long period, as shown 
from reports from many localities 
and states, do not seem to justify 
the policy of closing. The health 
authorities and the school authori- 
ties must, however, exercise every 
precaution at the school to insure 
the best environment and to restore 
confidence on the part of parents.

Origin of the 
Term “‘Doughboy.”’ 


R. F. Wylie, of Arcadia, Fla, 
wants to know the origin of the 


nom-de-plume, “Doughboy.” The 
Constitution has had several inqui- 
ries of this kind. 

It is not a new term. The Stand- 
ard dictionary says that “Dough- 
boy” is the jocular name given by 
the American cavalry to the infan- 
try from the fact that their but- 
tons are, or were, of a globular 
shape; like doughboys or dumplings. 
In Mrs. Custer’s “Tenting on the 
Plains,” page 516 (1888 edition), is 
found the following: “Early in the 
civil war the term was applied to 
the large globular brass buttons 
of the infantry uniform, from which 
it passed by natural transition to 
the infantry themselves.” R. H. 
Thornton, ” his “American Glos- 
sary,” gives the same derivation and 
he gives the quotation from a let- 
ter of General Custer of March 28, 
1867: “Wasn't I glad I was not a 
doughboy.”

He was 
one of those who felt called upon 
to demonstrate that Calendar Wed- 
nesday would not accomplish the 
purpose for which it was created. 
This was done by loading the cal- 
endar with unimportant legislation, 
to hold the right of way against 
the measures for the passage of 
which the insurgents hod _ started 
their fight. 

Mr. Mann was absent from. the 
house of representatives when a 
vote was taken on the resolution 
declaring a state of war to exist 
with Germany. There seems to be 
mo doubt that had he been present 
he would have voted for the resolu- 
tion. Later events bear out this as- 
sumption. When the draft, legisla- 
tion was pending before the house 
Mr. Mann consulted with President 
Wilson concerning it and was of 
able assistance to Representative 
Julius Kahn in passing the draft 
legislation, notwithstanding the 
opposition of Representative Dent, 
chairman of the military commit- 
tee, and other leading democrats, 
including Speaker Clark and Floor 
Leader Kitchin. 

Within the ranks of the republi- 
can party Representative Mann has 
always been known as a reaction- 
ary. While he has this reputation, 
not all of his votes have been for 
reactionary legislation. Every lit- 
tle while he has broken away from 
the standpatters to speak or vote 
for something that was not ap; 
proved entirely by the old guard.

THE PREVALENCE OF CANCER 

According to U. 8S. mortality sta- 
tistics (bureau of the census) the 
annual death rates from tubercu- 
losis, which is the cqmse of the most 
deaths in this country, from pneu- 
monia, which runs tuberculosis a 
close second, from the intestinal dis- 
eases, which are so fatal in infancy, 
and from the common communicable 
diseases—typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever and 
measles—are steadily declining. But 
the death rates from cardiovascular 
disease (heart disease, Bright’s dis- 
ease, apoplexy and arteriosclerosis) 
are steadily increasing, and the 
death rate from cancer is likewise 
increasing. 


It is questionable whether the sta- 
tistics lie. 

More accurate diagnosis nowadays 
identifies many of these causes of 
death which were formerly incor- 
rectly reported in the death certifi- 
cate, The average human life has 
been lengthened twenty years in 
the past fifty years, so that more 
people now live through middle age 
—the age of cancer and cardiovascu- 
lar disease, . 


It is a peculiar fact that the more 
intelligent victim of cancer has a 
better chance of cure than the igno- 
rant victim, because the ‘intelligent 
person knows the value of early 
medical advice, whereas the ignorant 
victim is likely to procrastinate 
through false modesty, fear, or faith 
in some charlatan’s tempting prom- 
ises, The intelligent victim saved 
by prompt surgical treatment gen- 
erally remains silent concerning his 
experience, for it is rather the igno- 
rant person who likes to proclaim 
to the world his or her personal ail- 
ments and the treatment thereof. 
And this silence of the intelligent 
cancer patient, unfortunately, adds 
to the popular pessimism concerning 
the possibility of a cure-by surgery, 
for it must be evident to anyone 
that if one intelligent patient is 
cured, through early radical opera- 
tion, when half a dozen ignorant 
cancer patients who postpone such 
treatment until the disease has pro- 
gressed too far fail to obtain a per- 
manent cure, the popular verdict 
will be against operation, especial- 
ly if the cured patient refuses to 
testify,

Would a home electric apparatus 
like the cut enclosed be good for 
him? C. F. J.) 


ANSWER—There is no reason to 
suppose that galvanic or faradic 
electricity is of any value in paraly- 
sis. Hemiplegia is due to apoplexy 
—hemorrhage in the brain—usually 
the result of arterial disease. It is 
a serious condition, because of the 
grave outlook for a second “stroke” 
or “shock,” a second hemorrhage. 
The treatment should therefore be 
supervised by the patient’s physician 
and no experiments indulged in. 
Sometimes intelligently administer- 
ed passive movements and massage 
helps to prevent contractures and 
deformity. More important is reg- 
ulation of the diet, skin activity and 
elimination, and careful attention to 
the state of the circulation by the 
patient's physician, 

A Peroxide Myth. 

Kindly let me know through the 
paper whether the continued appli- 
cation of peroxide of hydrogen will 
eventually kill the roots of superflu- 
ous hair on the face? If so, is one 
year enough? Do you approve the 
electric needle for the same pur- 
pose? (A, M. B.) 

ANSWER — Neither peroxide nor 
any other known substance applied 
to the skin will kill the roots of 
hair, The electric needle in skilled 
hands is the only effective remedy 
for superfluous hair on the face; 
sometimes X-ray treatment is effect- 
ive for the removal of hair on other 
parts of the body.

That wages would continue to be 
high, and that prices on raw ma- 
terials will not fall when the nation 
has fully returned to production of 
a peace-time basis, is the prediction 
of Secretary of Labor Wilson in a 
lengthy statement which was re- 
ceived by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce Wednesday. The state- 
ment follows in part: 

“I am of the opinion that from 
the time we restore ourselves to 
our formal post-war activities, the 
demand for peace-time production 
will be so great that there will not 
be the remotest possibility of se- 
curing any reduction in the wage 
rates from their present basis, and 
manufacturers should continue to 
form their plans on the present 
scale of prices. 

“It will not be necessary for the 
manufacturers to wait for the low- 
ering of prices of raw material. The 
department of agriculture is plan- 
ning a nation-wide movement for 
the improvement of highways to 
give work to the men returning into 
civil life, and it is hoped that this 
will aid in the situation until in- 
dustry resumes its natural course. 
There is now a great need for pub- 
lic work, because during the war 
there was little or no municipal ex- 
pansion because of the labor short- 
age. 

“Personally, I am opposed to the 
creation of work solely for the pur- 
pose of giving employment to some- 
body. I look upon that as being so 
much waste; wasted intelligence, 
wasted energy, and waste of mate- 
rial. But the same argument can 
not be made against employing la- 
bor for useful purposes, and this 
should always be borne in mind, 
that, if you have millions of men 
out of employment anc by virtue of 
their being out of emplovment, un- 
able to supply food and clothing and 
shelter for their families, they are 
going to insist upon the opportuni- 
ty, of earning a livelihood. 

“IT am not one of those who take 
the ground that a country or a gov- 
ernment owes every man a living. 
But all governments, all organized 
society is man-created, and conse- 
quently, more or less artificial be- 
cause of the restrictions that must 
of necessity be imposed for the pur- 
pose of enabling us to live in har- 
mony with each other. And because 
of those restriction. men have not 
always the opportunity of working 
for themselves, and I am one oft 
those who believe that all good gov- 
ernments will see to it that every 
man has the opportunity to earn a 
living. In other words, the govern- 
ment does not owe him a liv ‘ing, but 
it owes him the opportunity to earn 
a living.”

The need for the trained nurse as an 
adjunct to public health was demon- 
strated by the Red Oross during the 
influenza epidemic as well as by the 
far-reaching and important service 
rendered by the Red Cross nursing 
service during the war. Twenty 
thousand nurses were supplied to the 
armed forces of the allies and the 
Red Cross abroad, No such army of 
trained women has ever before been 
mobilized for the military welfare 
of nations in the history of the 
world. 

But this is only one field of useful. 
ness for the trained nurse. Exam- 
ination of public health conditions 
has shown that out of 96,000 chil- 
dren tested 62,000 were found de- 
| fective and in the general examina- 
tion of draftees 60 per cent of the 
applicants were found defective. 

The responsibility for the fitness 
and survival of the coming genera- 
tion rests upon the women of today. 
These women, wives and mothers, 
should mobilize for service to pre- 
vent such a condition in the future 
and if the same intelligence an 
vigor is used in safeguarding public 
health as was displayed in the ex- 
ecution of the war program, the re- 
sults in life saving and increased 
efficiency would be as great a mir- 
acle as anv of the reclamation work 
done in Europe in the devastated 
countries. ‘

Three Dixie Flyers — 
Cited for Bravery 
In Air in France 


Three southern airmen have been 
decorated for bravery in actéon in 
France, according to the citation list 
issued by the war department. The 
southerners who received the ci- 
tations are Lieutenants Thomas M. 
Jervey, Charleston, S. C.; Dogan H. 
Arthur, Union, 8S. C. and Hugh L, 
Fontaine, Memphis, Tenn, 

Lieutenant Jervey was cited for 
continuing on a hazardous mission, 
although his hands were frozen and 
his machine badly shot up by the 
Huns, while Lieutenant Arthur re- 
ceived his decoration for engaging 
in a fight with a number of.enemy 
planes in order that his comrades 
might escape, and Lieutenant Fon- 
taine, for shooting down three Hun 
airships. The citations were as fol- 
lows: 

Second Lientenant Dogan H. Arthur, pilot, 
air service, Twelfth aero squadron. The 
bronze oak leaf is awarded Lieutenant Ar- 
thur for the following acts of extraordinary 
heroism in action October 18 and 30, 1918, 
to be worn on the distinguished service 
cross awarded him October 38, 1918. On Oc- 
tober 18, 1918, while on artillery reglage, 
Lieutenant Arthur and his observer were at- 
tacked by four enemy planes. His ob- 
server’s guns were jammed, but Lieutenant 
Arthur, with splendid courage and coolness, 
outmane the hostile aircraft and 
escaped, although they followed his plane 
to within twenty-five meters of the ground, 
badly damaging ft by machine gun fire. 
On October 30, 1918, Lieutenant Arthur was 
one of a formation of nine planes which 
were to take photographs in German terri- 
tory. Before the lines were reached six 
planes dropped out, but the remaining three 
entered the German lines, although they ob- 
served several large formattions of enemy 
planes in the near vicinity. When they 
were twelve kilometers within the German 
lines they were attacked by eighteen enemy 
Fokkers. Regardless of his own. safety, 
Lieutenant Arthur engaged these planes in 
order to allow his companions to escape, and 
turned toward his own lines only when he 
saw them shot down. Then he fought his 
way home, and in the fight which ensued 
his observer shot down two enemy planes.

Such shipments, 
of course, lowered prices; and, con- 
sequently, the average net result on 
oranges ~shipped during November 
has not been as high as would have 
been the case had the fruit been 
carried in better shape. 


in the best financial shape that has 
prevailed in many years and is hold- 
ing his. cotton and other surplus 
crops for prices felt justifiable on 
account of high cost of production. 
While the average farmer sold a suf- 
ficient amount of his crop in the 
fall to satisfy maturing obligations 
and is probably in better financial 
sha than for several years; yet, 
with the prevailing uncertainty as 
to the price.of cotton, ‘he is con- 
siderably handicapped in mapping 
out his work for next year. 

Both rosin and turpentine advanc- 
ed rapidly until the middle of No- 
vember, when it was apparent that 
a reaction would take place. Prices 
have gone off sharply. since then 
and the market is not yet in a set- 
tled state. It is evident that a read- 
justment is taking place, owing to 
the rapid approach of the peace con- 
ditions. This decline is not unrea- 
sonable, considering the long and 
steady advance, during which the 
value of turpentine increased more 
than 60 per cent and rosin more than 
100 per cent. It may also be at- 
tributed to the cancellation of war 
contracts and the refusal on the 
part of the government to allow 
naval stores to be exported at this 
time. This condition is thought to 
be only temporary, and it is felt 
that before long the market wil! 
again be strong and on the upgrade. 
Labor conditions are not much im- 
proved, but the return of the men 
from the army and the releasing 
of a number of men from general 
government work will no doubt im- 
prove labor conditions rapidly. 
Transportation facilities are very 
good, and, in many sections, are re- 
ported as improved over last month. 

Holiday Bustness Good. 
General holiday business is ex- 
tremely good, in all lines; people 
appear to have plenty of money and 
are strong in their inclinations to 
spend it, for luxuries to a far great- 
er extent than ever known in the 
district. 

The lumber industry is still han- 
dicapped by a shortage of labor and 
it is not thought that production 
will get back to normal for some 
time. Stocks on hand are low at 
the mills. Values are firm and mo 
recession in prices looked for. Deal- 
ers report some increase in sales, 
but there will hardly be much ac- 
tivity before early spring. There 
is a very general improvement in 
railroad service; cars are more plen- 
tiful and very little complaint is 
now registered. 

In the Alabama coal fields, many 
mines continue to be affected by the 
spread of the influenza, and the coal 
production is somewhat handicapped, 
though showing an increase, In No- 
vember there were 1,706,337 tons 
mined, against 1,425,219 tons in Oc- 
tober. Car service in this field has 
improved and labor conditions are 
fairly good. 

Production of graphite in Ala- 
bama show up well. During July, 
August and September, 1918, it is 
reported that 1,684 tons of domestic 
flake graphite was shipped from 
the United States, of which amount 
Alabama furnished 1,185 tons. 

Steel production is reported satis- 
factory, with mills rapidly adjust- 
ing themselves to meet advanced 
conditions. he signing of the ar- 
mistice has had no appreciable ef- 
fect on production, as the mills are 
well supplied with orders, and it is 
certain that the needs and require- 
ments for. steel, both here and 
abroad, will demand an immense

Banks in Fine Shape. 


Banks throughout the district are 
in excellent condition with deposits 
Still increasing. Collections are 
rather slow on account of the cotton 
holding -movement, and interest 
rates are higher than a year ago. 

While war wages were extremely 
high, compared with normal times, 
the cost of living ine@eased in a 
gradual proportion, and, with the 
general disposition of the American 
people to spend money and enjoy 
heretofore luxuries, very little, if 
any, real saving or spirit of economy 
has own out of the war conditions. 
Inquiries made of numerous bank- 
ers throughout the district show 
that the Liberty bond and Thrift 
Stamp campaigns have had marked 
effect from a saving standpoint 
among people other than the labor- 
ing or wage.earning class. While 
a number of saving banks report 
@ decline in deposits, this is largely 
due to the transfer from savings 
accounts to these government in- 
vestments. There appears to be a 
disposition on the part of the wage 
earner who purchased Liberty bonds 
now, to dispose of the same, feeling 
that he has fulfilled his patriotie 
duty. 

It is the consensus of opinion of 
commercial and industrial leaders 
that there will be a marked ex- 
pansion in almost every line of 
commerce and industry; and, with a 
satisfactory co-operation of labor 
and capital, the outlook promises 
exceédingly bright and will con- 
tinue for several years. During the 
war, very little construction work 
or building was carried on and con- 
tractors are looking forward to 
freat activity in these lines. The 
lifting of the capital issues ban on 
stocks and bonds and public expen- 
ditures involving $100,000 and less 
has given a new impetus in many 
lines and more especially in rural 
road building. 

While this district enjoys an ex- 
tensive diversified line of commer- 
cial and industrial resources, the 
mainstay of the section is agricul- 
ture. In many sections, farmers 
have organized farm loan societies 
under the federal land bank act and 
have availed themselves of the Oop- 
portunity to secure money through 
this medium at low rates of inter- 
est, running ower an amortimized 
schedule of payments that render 
the loans more desirable, from the 
standpoint of the borrower, and 
more easy to repay than the old 
short-term mortgage debts. These 
agencies will mean much in the next 
few years to the development of the 
south, and the prospects, taken all 
in all, bid fair to a wonderful 
growth and prosperity. so soon as 
conditions shall have adjusted them- 
selves after the peace negotiations 
are concluded.

There 
are not men enough for both opera- 
tions. The Polish chief of staff 
has been unable to maintain com- 
munication with the allies because 
of the use of the wireless telegraph 
by the Germans. He is also unable 
to use the telegraph and in addition 
has no code for use in laying the

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Advance Made Against died Wednesda 


Strong Resistance on 
Part of Bolsheviki and 
Was Marked by Heavy 
Fighting. 


| Archangel, Tuesday, December 
31.—American troops yesterday re- 
captured the village of Kadish, on 


the middle sector of the northern |, 


Russian front and today pushed for- 
ward their lines a distance of two 
miles south of the village in the 
direction of Vologda. 

This winter push, which was 
against strong resistance, was un- 
dertaken simultaneously with a 
movement southward by the allied 
troops along the Onega river. The 
Onega column rested today at the 
village of Gogoli. 

Fighting Heavy. 

The recapture of Kadish was 
marked by some heavy fighting in 
which, however, the American cas- 
Uualties were light. This; village, 
which is located about midway be- 
tween the Vologda railway and the 
Dvina river, was strongly defended 
and the Bolsheviki there used the 
block houses built by the Americans 
and British when they occupied the 
town in November prior to being 
driven out by large forces of Bol- 
sheviki. ( 

Beginning Monday morning with 
an artillery attack, the Americans 
advanced across the frozen Emtsa 
river, whe their positions have 
for more’than a month been located 
in icy dugouts on the bank of the 
stream, bordering the destroyed 
bridge at the crossing of the Pe- 
trograd road. They crossed. the 
stream and cleared the Bolsheviki 
trenches and machine gun emplace- 
ments on the opposite banks. 

The Americans then pushed for- 
ward two miles to the village, fight- 
ing their way under the protection 
of Canadian artillery, which was 
able to place shells almost at will 
in Kadish. 

The fur-clad American flanking 
parties in the frozen swamps bor- 
dering on the road*contributed ma- 
terially to the American success, 

Good Winter Positions. 

The recapture of Kadish’_ gives 
the American troops a good winter 
position in the block houses they 
have built. Since their retirement 
from the town early in November 
the troops on this sector had had 
virtually no shelter, the front line 
being unable to build fires for fear 
of the artillery and snipers on the 
opposite bank of the narrow Emtsa 
river. 

Preparation for yesterday’s  at- 
tack on Kadish was carried out un- 
der conditions met with nowhere 
except in a semi-Arctic wilderness. 
A battery of heavy Howitzers had 
to be brought on sleighs eighty 
miles on a rough trail through the 
wilderness. 

The Onega column in reaching 
Gogoli apparently obtained fully the 
objective of itg winter push south- 
ward, 

Today the Americans, Russians 
and Poles on this sector are confin- 
ing their efforts to strengthening 
their positions. 

The advance, the first attempt 
of the winter, was carried out un- 
der semi-Arctic conditions and in 
the few hours of daylight which 
obtain in this region. The village 
of Gogoli is approximately ninety 
miles south of the town of Onega 
and about forty miles west of the 
frozen swamp, which forms the 4al- 
lied positions along the Vologda rail- 
road. The road along which the 
allies advanced leads in the general 
direction of Vologda and crosses the 
railway line at an important strate- 
gic center from which the Bolshe- 
viki have been operating. 

An important role in yesterday’s 
fighting was taken by a’ Russian 
naval brigade which had been train- 
ed by American and British naval 
officers. The Polish troops who par- 
ticipated distinguished themselves 
in the early days of the: fighting 


along the Dvina. The Poles and 
Russians are filled with hatred for| 
the Bolsheviki and neither ask nor 
give quarter in combat. 


‘ Archangel, Monday, December 30. 
An allied force composed of Ameri- 
cans, Russians and Poles yesterday 


,advanced fourteen miles southward 


along the road bordering the Onega 
They met with considerable 
resistancé from the Bolsheviki, but 
captured more than a dozen villages 
and did not halt until they had 
taken the village of Cogoli. 
Starting from the village of Kalo- 
vangi early Saturday morning, 
American forces took the village of 
Prilski, where there is a large 
monastery. They continued the ad- 
vance in, hot fighting Sunday and 
had not yet been halted up to late 
Monday. Sleighs are being used to 
transport the allied sojdiers,

sailors and citizens undertook 
end & “watch fire’ demonstration 
started in LaFayette park by “sen- 
tinels” of the National Woman’s 


Party as a protest against the fail- ‘ 


ure of the senate to pass the equal 
suffrage resolution. 

Women carrying banners were 
knocked down by the charging 
crowd and their banners were de- 
stroyed, while an urn in which the 
“watch fire’ was burning was de- 
stroyed. After the police had re- 
stored order the women lighted a 
new fire in one of the big urns in 
the park and five of them were ar- 
rested by the police for this viola- 
tion of park regulations. They re- 
fused to furnish bond and were held 
at a precinct station. 

During the afternoon the women 
burned copies of speeches delivered 
by President Wilson in Europe and 
as the last-one was destroyed the 
“sentinels” unfurled a banner bear- 
ing an inscription denouncing Pres- 
ident Wilson as a false prophet of 
democracy. A dozen soldiers and 
Sailors instantly surrounded the 
banner and shut it from the gaze of 
the crowd of several hundred per- 
sons, 

An army captain then stepped in 
front of the spectators and called 
for three cheers for the president, 
“the world’s leader of democracy 
and the best friend the women of 
America ever had.” The crowd gave 
the cheer with a will, but there was 
no attempt then to molest the “sen- 
tinels.” After the “watch fire” had 
been put out tonight, the women 
lighted another, and party leaders 
announced that every possible ef- 
fort would be made fo keep it going 
until the senate passes the suffrage 
amendment. he fire was_§ sstill 
burning late tonight attended by 
sjecial “sentinels” who piled on 
wood as needed. 

Later the five women were re- 
leased by the police and told to ap- 
pear in police court tomorrow morn- 
ing to answer formal charges of 
violating park regulations. At the 
woman’s party headquarters it was 
said that since the women had not 
furnished any bond they would not 
appear for trial. 


MAXIM GORKY AGAINST 
ALLIED INTERVENTION 


Paris, January 1.—The Journal 
publishes a letter from Petrograd 
announcing that Maxim Gorky, the 
author, has issued a statement pro- 
testing ‘against allied intervention 
in Russia. Russia, he says, should 
be master of her own § destinies. 
Gorky admits Russia is a poorly 
civilized country and apologizes for 
the summary action of the Bolshe- 
viki., Gorky concludes by reproach- 
ing Presidem Wilson for “directing 
the fighting against Russia,” but 
declares the torch of revolution is 
solid in the hands of Lenine.

Paris, January 1.—Carl Kautsky, 
who is in charge of the preparation 
of the German white book, informs 
French newspaper men that the re- 
port that a German crown council 
had been held July 5, 1914, to decide 
finally on the question of making 
war, was incorrect. The former Ger- 
man emperor, Kautsky said, had a 
conference on that day with a small 
number of prominent Germans and 
it was decided to support Austria in 
her demands on Serbia:
